We  have 
thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Executive 
Council  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  to  re- 
lieve you,  and  each  of  you,  of  your  attendance  at  the 
time  aforesaid;  hereby  convoking,  and  by  these  pre- 
sents enjoining  vou,  and  each  of  you,  that  on  THURS- 
DAY. the  EIGHTEENTH  day  of  the  month  of 
DECEMBER  next,  you  meet  us  in  our  Legislature,  ( r 
Parliament,  of  the  said  Province,  at  Our  City  of 
Victoria,  FOR  THE  DISPATCH  OF  BUSINESS,  to 
treat,  do,  act,  and  conclude  upon  those  things  which 
in  OurLegislatureof  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
by  the  Common  Council  of  Our  said  Province  may, 
by  the  favour  of  God,  be  ordained.
